business interests. He had just fin- 
ished the manuscript of a book on 
the government payroll. 


All his life, Shaw's attention was 


centered on finance, first as an Iowa 
lawyer and banker, then as a gold- 
standard advocate at the crest of the 
free-silver storm. It was after exten- 
sive championing of this cause that 
iie was chosen governor of Iowa in 
1898. 
He served two terms, to 1902. 


Then Roosevslt called him. to "Wash- 
ington. Returning to private life, he

In a report jost snbmited to the 


commission by its secretary, Robert 
E. Cunlff, Mayor Damel W. Hoan of 
Milwaukee, is accused of "high pres- 
sure- salesmanship" and "flamboyant 
claim*." 


A comparison of the statistics of 


the two cities shows, toe report says 
that Milwaukee, with a taxable val- 
uation of $973,843,950, or less than 
one half that of Boston, $1.958,0-0,- 
000, has a municipal debt of 346,380,- 
000 against Boston's debt of 165,- 
071,000; and that Milwaukee's debt 
and share of county indebtedness 
$54,317,072 as compared with similar 
Boston indebtedness of $66.071,639. 


The report says Milwaukee's per- 


centage of debt to $1,000 valuation 
is $47.90 for city debt and $55.60 for 
combined city and county, against 
$33.20 for Boston debt and $33.81 for 
city and county obligations. 


The percentage of increase of Mil- 


waukee's debt for 10 years was plac- 
ed at 115, against 40 per cent for 
Boston; the increase in valuation at 
43 per cent in Milwaukee against 23 
per cent hi Boston, and the Milwau 
kee tax rate jumped 69 per cent in 
nine years against an increase of 50 
per cent in Boston.

man with a large income go in avoid- 
ing federal Income' taxes by putting 
his money into tax exempt securi- 
ties? 


Those who want to "soak the rich" 


say he can't go very far; those who 
oppose extra high taxes insist such 
levies would make' a lot of income 
flee into exempt securities to the 
detriment of business enterprise. 


There is more than $25.000,000,000 


in securities which cannot be taxed 
for income by th* federal govern- 
ment. The largest part of this is 
$17.000.000,000 in state, county and 
municipal bonds which eanno* be 
taxed at Washington, on th? theory 
that such taxation 
presumes the 


right of the government to tax the 
states and other 
political subdivi- 


sions in other ways—even out of ex- 
istence. 


There is also about $3,500,000,000 


in short term government securi- 
ties: about $1,300,000.000 in Ufoerty 
3|'s; about $200,000,000 in bonds of 
our territories; about $2,300.000,000 
in the bonds of the federal and joint 
land banks—or a total of about $25,- 
000.000,000. To this total should be 
added certain other 
government 


bonds which are tax exempt up to 
$5,000, and thereafter subject to sur- 
taxes. 


Tax Exempt Bonds 


Opponents of high rates say super 


taxes would drive holders of indus- 
trial and other taxable securities in- 
to tax exempt bonds, unless 
the 


taxable bonds pay a very high rate 
of interest. This requisite high rate 
presumably would tend to " discour- 
age- business from borrowing needed 
money, the opponents say. 


They further 
hold high 
rates 


would stimulate the issuance of 
more tax exempt securities at a time 
when political subdivisions are al- 
ready too heavily in debt. 


Proponents insist the tax exempt 


securities are now held by those who 
wish to avoid the existing rates, and 
that such holdings could not be in- 
creased enough to affect receipts ma- 
terially. They say there is plenty of 
cheap credit available to a business 
that needs a. sound loan; that it is 
unlikely enough new tax exempt se- 
curities -would be issued to dry up 
credit sources. 


As for bonds now in existence, 


•proponents hold prices of tax ex- 
empts and other bonds would ten to 
equalize on the basis of the tax rate. 
That is, an industrial bond would 
yield a high*er rate to make up for 
the- deduction from its interest in- 
come that might have to go for in- 
come taxes;"while the prices of gov- 
ernments would tend to increase for 
the contrary reason. 


Opponents insist that while this 


equalizing process might be effective 
in the lower income brackets, it 
not be effective in the high brackets 
from which, particularly, much of 
the 
additional tax 
receipts 
are 


sought.

Ever since the automobile was in- 


troduced in America, it has furnish- 
ed a fertile field for the inventor. 
Some inventions submitted in the 
early part of the 20th century were 
astounding then, and hailed as rev- 
olutionary appliances and develop- 
ments. 
But today some of them 


seem comical. 


One of the most unusual automo- 


bile appliances listed in the 1904 rec- 
ord books of the Patent Office is 
that of Henry M. Landes" of Sacra- 
mento, Calif. Landes' ideas -was a 
"stepper" for an automobile to be 
used in aiding a car to climb a steep 
hill. 


In those early days a car's power 


on a hill was generally woefully 
weak. Landes' invention was oper- 
ated by an auxiliary ciotor, and con- 
sisted of a. carved bar resting on 
the ground behind the car. When 
the old bus had a hard time making 
a hill the auxiliary engine was 
started and the bar at the rear op- 
erated in the manner of a foot, rais- 
ing, lowering and shoving the car 
ahead. 


Eariy Starter 


Early in 1900, Henry Wilcke, De- 


troit, inventor, submitted plans for 
a starting jack to the Patent Office. 
This jack was supposed to- aid in 
the then vigorous process of starting 
a car. The jack was fitted on the 
rear axle and was hand-operated by 
the driver in the car's seat. At 
a certain height the jack would tip 
and throw the car forward at enough 
speed to start it on the way. Need- 
less to say this invention wasn't 
adopted. 


One of the first.horns or "alarms" 


invented for an automobile was that 
of Gaston E. Cordeau of Brooklyn. 
This horn was operated by the foot 
through the floorboards of the car. 
It was attached underneath, and a 
plunger was fitted through the 
boards. The mechanism consisted of 
a bellows similar to that used in 
small insect spray boxes. A spring 
inside forced the plunger back when 
it had been depressed. Air created 
by the bellows actuated the horn. 


John TV. Sutton of Brooklyn per- 


fected what was' thought to be the 
last word in automobile speed indi- 
cators in 1902. His invention made 
use of colors in designating differ- 
ent speeds. A plate, worked by the 
forward motion of the front wheels 
of the car, slid back and forth ac- 
cording to the speed of the wheels. 


If Color-Blind, What? 


At eight miles an hour the plate 


would slide over a white section, 
and this color would be revealed to 
the driver by an opening. At 10 
miles an hour the driver would see 
yellow—and on any of his frequent 
forced stops he would see red.

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BLUE LAW REFERENDUM 
Those who expect to go to the polls 


on our regular April election day bet- 
ter prepare themselves concerning the 
referendum ballot which will come to 
their hands. It needs some consider- 
ation. 


Voters are to answer a general ques- 


tion concerning retention of the Sun- 
day Blue Laws," although some of our 
Sunday laws are not blue and some of 
them are. 


The submission of the question in 


the jumbled form in which it will be 
found will do more t<^ injure the mat- 
ter of referendums than any amount of 
argument from a score of speakers, for 
the matter has been botched. 


The present law of "Wisconsin makes 


it a criminal offense for anyone "to 
"open his shop, warehouse, or work- 
house or do any manner of labor, busi- 
ness or work, except only works of ne- 
cessity and charity"' on Sunday. 


Such a provision does not come un- 


8er the designation of Blue Law. It 
is a wise and sensible provision nor do 
the people have any desire to part from 
it. But it is followed by another pro- 
vision which is not obeyed and which 
makes it a criminal offense to "be pres- 
ent at any dancing or public d~> e~- 
sion, show or entertainment, or take 
part in any sport, game, or play" on 
^Sunday. 


A few years ago some members of 


the legislature who wished to make 
our laws square with our conduct 
sought to amend the Sunday law to 
eliminate its really '"blue"' feature and 
permit certain wholesome games or 
diversions upon that day. The senate 
came to a tie vote on the measure 
and Lieutenant-Governor Huber voted 
thumbs down, insisting that all of 
those who even attended football 
games on the Sabbath would still be 
classed as criminals. 


The question, in the language in 


j»rhich it is submitted, gives the voter 
no chance to vote out the claimed 
"blue" feature of the law. He must 
keep the law as it is or vote a rec- 
ommendation of its complete erasure. 
This would create a condition few de- 
sire. People do not want shops, stores, 
barber shops, etc. open on Sunday and 
it is necessary to keep that part of our 
Sunday law in order to prevent one or 
two persons who, thinking only of the 
immediate advantage to themselves, 
yrould open on that day and in time 
force others to do likewise in fear of 
losing business that would otherwise 
go to them on week days. 


It is too bad that there is no room 


on the ballot for the -voters to record 
their opinion of a legislature which 


• would submit the matter in such an 


absurd manner. 


POST OFFICE TAKES ACTION 
The Post Office Department has an- 


ncmnced again that it will deny the 
use of the mails to any publication 
carrying news of prize a-,vards :n 
sweepstakes and other lotteries. Each 
year sees an increasingly large number 
of foreign lottery tickets sold in this 
country. 


"Vve are rapidly becoming the main 


support of gambling schemes originat- 
ing in Canada. Ireland, Cuba. Mexico 
and elsewhere. The money taken from 
the American public has mounted to" 
millions of dollars compared to which 
the returned winnings have been, as 
usual, very small. 


Despite stringent laws against lot- 


teries in this country, including severe 
penalties for using the mails to pro- 
mote them, foreign lotteries have ob- 
tained distribution through under- 
ground channels. Some tickets were 
no doubt genuine, but the very illegal- 
ity of their distribution offered such 
an excellent opportunity for forgers 
and crooks to ply their trade that a 
large part sold were bogus. 


In addition to confiscating mail iden- 


tified as coming from, or addressed to 
foreign lottery promoters, the govern- 
Befit issued orders that all publications 


be denied the use of the mails if they 
further these schemes. 


Publishers must willicgly cooperate 


•with the government in its effort to 
stamp out this insane lottery business. 
Without newspaper stories or advertis- 
ing the hawks can never corner the 
quarry. 


CONSIDERING JUDGE WILKER- 


SON 


In considering the qualifications of 


Federal District Judge Wilkerson for 
appointment as judge of the circuit 
court of appeals for which post the 
president has nominated him, the sen- 
ate is showing good sense in refusing 
to be stampeded. 


There is no question but that Judge 


Wilkerson, in handling a certain class 
of criminal cases that came before him, 
showed both resolution and clearsight- 
edness which has brought him many 
fine encomiums. His work in that 
regard was well done. 


But the objections' to him are not 


grounded in the opposition of gang- 
land and it serves no good purpose to 
try to link labor's criticism of him with 
the Capones and their ilk. 


Judge Wilkerson was appointed by 


President Harding in 1922. At the be- 
hest of Attorney General Daugherty 
he, shortly thereafter, issued an in- 
junction against the rail shop men 
which was extreme in its provisions. 
We have been unable to procure a copy 
of this injunction but reliable news- 
papers such as the New York World- 
Telegram which are opposing the con- 
firmation of Judge Wilkerson, assert 
that the injunction forbade communi- 
cation between union officials and 
strikers, payment of strike benefits, 
even peaceful picketing, as well as 
many other activities that were in 
themselves far from unlawful. 


Fortunately Judge Wilkerson's rec- 


ord in regard to labor will not be con- 
cluded by reading one injunction. He 
issued other injunctions in 1924, and 
as late as 1928, in which it is also 
claimed that he indicated a careless- 
ness, to say the least, concerning the 
rights of men involved in a strike to 
use that strike as a legal weapon in 
the controversy. 


Of course the senate will get the 


facts and deal with them sanely. It cer- 
tainly will not be misled by the efforts 
of Judge Wilkerson's supporters to 
characterize all opposition to him as 
coming from gangsters. The fact that 
gangsters might be opposed to the 
judge as they certainly have good rea- 
son to dislike him, is beside the im- 
mediate point. Labor has a perfect 
right to be heard in this regard with- 
out attempting to confuse its voice 
with that of gangland, and Judge Wil- 
kerson has a perfect right to be 
weighed not alone by the high grade 
of his work in regard to gangsters- 
but the questionable grade of it in re- 
gard to having become, as claimed by 
one railroad publication, "bitterly an- 
tagonistic to organized labor."' 


Judges must perform their duties un- 


flinchingly but any man on the bench 
who shows constantly, and not merely 
in some isolated case, hostility to- 
wards anj- class of our citizens, has 
hardly earned promotion. In the case 
of Judge Wilkerson the matter is not 
one that may be lost in the careless- 
ness of speech, in the understanding 
or misunderstanding of evidence or in 
the application of ambiguous provi- 
sions of law or those upon which minds 
might reasonably differ. The injunc- 
tions speak for themselves and if they 
contain the claimed provisions they 
raise a doubt concerning that high de- 
gree of fairness which must accompany 
those minds that adorn the bench.

Child Must 
Write Words 
In Spelling

This is the time tor spelling re- 


views. The teacher says, "Bevi*w 
the first twenty-five words OB your 
list." Sometimes she asks the chil- 
dren to write them each two tfmsa 
that makes a lot of work but it is a 
good way to learn spelling. gpeUiOff 
is a written exercise and writing it 
is the way to team it. But it is not 
necessary for the child to write each 
of the words twice. Some of them he 
knows. Those need no drill. 
The 


ones he needs to study are the onee 
he does not know. Find -what they 
are and dwell on them. 


That means a. different list for each 


pupii Of course. Why not? If the 
teacher will begin dictating twenty- 
five words each day from the list, 
have them corrected, have the child 
mark each word be missed in his 
note book, write the checked words 
twice that night at home, and once 
m class next day, there wffl be no 
time wasted/on useless work. 


When the people at home help a 


child to review his spelling list they 
usually take a. book and say, "Spell 
'country'." If he gets it right they 
think he knows how to spell 'coun- 
try.' Maybe he does and maybe be 
doesn't. The only way to test it is to 
have him write it. 
He can spell a 


word orally and miss it when he 
writes it because the processes are 
different. He can spell every word 
perfectly when he is allowed to do so 
oraJly and miss them to a. word 
when he writes them. He has been 
known to do it. The spelling list 
must be written. 


If a child has unusual 
difficulty 


with spelling it is well to have bis 
vision tested. It has happened that a 
child failed again and again in writ- 
ing his spelling because he could not 
see well enough to form the letters 
accurately. Test his hearing. 
Defi- 


cient hearing is likely to cause poor 
spelling. After that let him write the 
words he misses two times, no more,, 
dictate them again and have him 
correct his own paper after which 
you check it. Do not keep him writ- 
ing •words over and over as nothing 
is gained by it and the child is fa- 
tigued into making fresh errors. 


I thing that children ought not to 


be asked to spell words that they 
cannot usev in their daily work. I'd 
skip all the-technical terms, all the 
names of diseases, all 
scientific 


terms in the spelling- list. I'd have a

A fifth year child can 
recite, "The Cavaliers, who were 
mostly younger sons of the British 
aristocrcy, settled in Virginia" and 
have no difficulty about the words. 
But he couldn't -write that answer 
without special drill on the words 
because they are hard to spell. The 
hard words in each subject ought to 
be listed for ready reference. 
The 


spelling list ought to be ordinary 
words for daily use, easfly learned. 


The best way to learn them is to 


write them twice each, saying each 
letter as it is written, pronouncing 
each syllable as it is formed. 
This 


is for home work, not class work.

FieMmen Expected to Visit 


Farmers in County This 
Week

The uncertainty of growers of can- 


ning peas and beans over the raising 
of these crops this season in this vi- 
cinity will be broken up this week 
by fieMmen of the canning com- 
panies appearing at homes of the 
growers to - make contracts for the 
1932 crops. No announcements, have 
been made, however, by cucumber 
and table beet vanning plants about 
the renewing of contracts for 1922. 
One large canning plant has can- 
celled its contracts made last fan for 
table beets, cucumbers and .other 
vegetables, according to the reports 
of growers. 


According to the present prospect 


the acreages of cabbage and pota- 
toes will be about the same aa last 
year. The growers are Inclined to ig- 
nore contracts for the raisin* of 
cabbage that are below the coat of 
-production and will take their own 
chances at getting higher than con- 
tract prices which in some " cas 
have been set at $S<00 per ton with 
a limit of three acres for each grow- 
er, so said a number of farmers con- 
sulted Thursday. • 


The Fuhremann Canning com- 


pany will begin contracting for the 


raising of canning pea* next week 
on the bases of a smaller acreage 
than was rawed last season. 


The fax Valley fanning company, 


HortoavUJe. will also begin contract- 
ing for the usual acreages of can- 
ling beans and peas n«st week. This 
company will make no contracts for 
raising cabbage at the present prices 
as those prices are below itte cost of 
production. The company expects to 
handle cabbage next fall, however. 
The company will paly last year's 
price for peas. 


Pea growers about Appleton and 


Hortonvilte make pea growing prof- 
itable beyond the price they get for 
peas. These extra profits come from 
using the peas as nurse crops for 
alfalfa and sweet clover, and from 
about three tons of pea silage per 
acre which they stack at the viners 
and haul home to "their-barns in the 
winter. According to W. Schroeder, 
manager of tfee Fox Valley company 
the stacks of pea silage are marked 
into sections and names of the- grow- 
ers are placed on their sections. In 
this way the pea silage is divided ac- 
cording to acres peas raised by each 
grower. 


Other incidental sources-'of profit 


in the- raising of peas are weed con- 
trol and fitting the soil for crops to 
follow. Peas being a fast growing 
crop many of the noxious weeds in 
fields are cut before going to seed- 
Peas collect nitrogen from the air 
and store, the surplus in.their roots. 
This nitrogen, it is said, is picked up 
by the crops that follows the peas.
